Serum to Soldiers Overseas 



Undergradualcs of the Uni- 
versity of 'I'oroiitn can now 
give of llieir life's hlood to serve 
their country at the front witli- 
oul even leaving Ihe campus. 

This (act has been made pos- 
sible through the Department 
of Pliybiolofjical Hygiene wliich 
IS tilling a special means nf pre- 
serving blood lo be kept inde- 
finitely for use overseas, 

It hag long been known that 
"tlioik'. a condition wiiicli fre- 
quently develops as a rcsiill of 
severe wounds, burns or frac- 
tures, may be offset if the pa- 
tient has an early blood or ser- 
um transfusion. However, it liai> 
been impossible In store hUioA 
succctfifiilly for more than two 
weeks liccause tlio corpuscles 
disintegrotc, and as a resiiil 
many lives have been needless- 
ly lost. 

Bill now llie new hloixl &criiin 
sliouid help to overcome the 
difficulties presented by lime 
snd distance through the fact 
that it may be kept Indefinitely 
v.ilhout losing its beneficial 
properics.

The third meeting of the 
Montreal Phy,«iolf)!?ical Society 
took place last ni^ç.ht in Room 
21 of the Biological Building at 
h .')('). 

Three papers were presented, and 
discussed; the first one being that 
ol Milton Schlffrln. Mr. Schriffrin'a 
paper dealt with "Enterocrinin, an 
Intestinal Hormone." This newest 
hormone was discovered by Or. 
^Taâset, of the Rochester Medical 
School. Tnis hormone is the latest 
one found which causes intestinal 
secretion, essential for the diges- 
tion ot food. Mr. Schiffrin -Aiorked 
with Dr. Nasset on the chemical 
and physiological properties of the 
hormone. 

ViUmin K. 

J. K. Souch, G. .K. Grant and X. 
S. Cook, of the Research Labora' 
tory, Ayerst, McKenna and Hani-, 
son, then gave a paper on "Vitamin 
K Activity of Some >ratural and. 
Synthetic Substances." This was to- 
show that 2 methyl 1-4 napthoquin- 
one is two to five times more active 
titan Vitamin K, which was hitherto 
used to stimulate the blood. Tha 
substance can be given both orally, 
(through the mouth) or parentally 
(injections into the veins, muscles 
or under 'Jte skin), and is efïectiva 
in both cases. The success of th« 
oral method, being effective, thus 
simplifies the administration. 
Ethinyl Testosaerane. 

S. M. Friendman's paper, "The 
Action of Ethinyl Testosoerone on 
the Female Sex Organs" was givea 
to show rthat predisposed the uterus 
to grow a tumour that is not a can- 
cer, because it was found not to be- 
malignant, Wbep. ethinyl testos- 
terone IS ;.".jecteci m to the female, 
and when tiie uterus is siomtlzed. 
or injured, a tumour will grow oa 
the uterus. 

Discussions were introduced af- 
ter eacli paper had been presented, 
and refreshments were served after 
the meeting "was adjourned at 10 
o'clock.

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A Resignation Explained 

The Newt Editor of the McGiU Daily 
submitted his resignation to the Editor 
whose duty it is to report it to the Stud- 
ents' Executive Council, the approval of 
which is necessarj- to make this resignation 
effective. 

''Wlii:'i is the rcas-or. for this sudden 
treak in the Managing Board of the 
Daily?" the students are asking. 

In yesterday's issue, wc published Mr. 
McDonald's letter of resignation in which 
he states: "It is indeed with regret that 
I sever ncy connection with the Daily. The 
Daily in the past has been a great news- 
paper. It has stflod out for student rights 
and e fair presentation of ncwf to McGill 
students. Seldom has it been made the 
.tool of any small group or has it been used 
to .grind any particular axe." 

In a personal letter to the Editor, Mr. 
McDonald makes it manifestly clear that 
this small group it the Canadian Student 
Assembly. "I fee!", he says, ''that the 
Daily has been prostituted by certain peo- 
ple for the advancement at McGili of s 
catise which is of littk concern to McGill 
■tudente, which is a nuisance w certain 
University authorities and which has met 
with a considerable measure of public dis- 
approval. Naturally 1 am referring lo the 
Canadian Student Assembly." 

"I feel iliai iio fcin&ll group, such as the 
Canadian Student Asbembly at McGill, has 
a right to receive the aid of a public organ 
like tlie McGill Daily to further its ends, 
auch at they are, at the e.xpense of space 
which should be used for news of real in- 
terest to McGill. This has been the case 
to a large extent and you are fully aware 
•of my opposition to the exce^.-^ne publicity 
which has been given to what I consider a 
email but extremely vocal group at Mc- 
.Gill." 

The editorial policy of the Datly has 
b«en challenged; it is our duty to vindicaie 
it. 

The policy of any newspaper should 
.be to present news impariially: .spacr and 
position should be awarded in proportion to 
;the importance of that news. That is a 
.«fundamental tenet of journalism. To be 
impartial is tg present news and views on 
both sides of the controversy. 

Now the Canadian Student Assembly 
is definitely representalivf; of the opinions 
of some Canadian htudent.':, and t/hose opm- 
ions have emphasised various controverisial 
poipu. It has been our policy to call at- 
tention to these as itemE of news. 

• If, however, the rtudents of MoGill do 
not agree unanimously with the. opinions 
expressed by the C.S.A., presumably there 
will be equally emphatic statements intend- 
^od to refute tbeni. To thete the Daily will 
five equal prominence, continuing its tra^ 
ditional policy of presenting both sides of 
the CMC to the end that the ntudent body 
may form its own opinion. 

In our editorial columoe, we, have 
been particularly careful not to show par- 
tiality to the Canadian Student Aiscmbly, 
JiMt as we have dealt strictly impartially 
Vitb the official national student organi- 
jtation. the National Federation of C'lna- 
dian University fstiKlcnl.'.. 'We have ex- 
plained to the best of our ability the ainu, 
Activitie^■ and part a':';yi(ipiishment8 of 
both, giving credit wljere credit is due; we 
rjiaye carried complete detail* of confer- 
jlpse of prjg^aniza^ion; y/e baye pub'

be filled by Mr. Hay Fjnlay; and 
FURTHER that Major Forbc- be a.«kc.l 
to retain his seat on the Athletics Board 
and Students Athletics Council and give 
these groups the benefit of his long experi-

Probably the best analysis of what John 
Beeckmtn is attempting in (his IKtle volume 
may be found in the aiilhor'i own preface, 
whei* he says that "Men know very liltle about 
womrn. bill Ihey do know a good deal about 
moil. ,\moiiK otlier IhiiiSF, tlipy liiiow wliat men 
want from womrn aiui wliiil lliry don't want. 
. . . In a woi-d, here arc a few tips on how 
to make men try a fjood deal harder." 

In a very refreshing and amusing manner 
John Bccckman has managed to get acro.m; 
a few facts which may conic unrlrr llip hrad- 
iiiR of "aids lo the huntrof.s". Using lilt know- 
ledge of himself ns a basis, and his friends' cx- 
)y!ricnces asi illusUatlons, the author proceed,-, 
to classify the traits which are most liable 
to alienate a man. He sels down a comprehen- 
sive tabulation of the requisites which most 
men expccl from llie women upon whom they 
Tntend lo lavisli their attentions. His thesis 
hinges on the idea lhal a woman, in order to 
please men, must exhibit a "disposition to be 
diverted". She must on no account treat the 
male of the species as a special creation, de- 
posited in this world by the L«rd for the sole 
purtwe of entertaining her. Nor must she 
show a highly discriminating attitude in the 
manner of being diverted. Rather, she it ex- 
pected lo co-operate with Ihe man In question 
in Uie mailer of furthering the cause of diver- 
sion and conseniality. 

The second part of tlie main thesis of the 
booli is the idea that a woman must always 
make the man thcr choice for the time being) 
feel sexually attractive. It do«s no good lo 
convince a man that he is good company un- 
less he has the bail of his "sex appeal" dangled 
from the same hook. However, the author 
hastens to admonish all susceptible maidens that 
it is also poor technique to belabour a man with 
the idea of his unbounded attractiveness. It is 
definitely a practice which seldom bears the 
desired fruits. 

In a very businesslike manner Mr. Beeck- 
man proceeds to enlighten the ladies about the 
likes and dislikes of men. We believe that it 
would be most advantageous, for purposes of 
stimulating the imagination of prospective 
readers, if we mentioned the chapter headings. 
These are, in order, . . . There's Always A Firit 
Time; Exercise Your Charm; How To Make 
The Most of Conversation; Minds Can Have 
Hips, Too; The Right Moment; The Wrong 
Moment; Men Are So Sensitive; What To Ask 
Lohengrin; Oil Isn't Only For Salad; Bed Is 
Also Where You Sleep; and two appendices 
dealing with the types of men to accept and 
the type to reject 

Of course, every rule has its exception. 
Especially Is this true in dealing wiUi human 
beings. And more especially is it the case 
with human beings who are attracted lo each 
other by virtue of their sexual differences. 
Therefore, we would not recommend the ac- 
ceptance of all that Mr. Beeckman has to say 
as gospel. In spots the treatment he advises is 
very excellent, in other spots bis analyses are 
extremely keen and well-founded; he has a 
grasp of the fundamentals of masculine nature, 
and the perversities of feminine behaviour; but 
like all men lie adniiib liis lielplessness in Ihe 
face of the enigma thai is a woman. Conse- 
quently, we believe that some of his recipe^ 
for feminine behaviour may be slightly un- 
founded. It may be that he is merely dream* 
ing of « type of woniaii wlm mn ai l an ration- 
ally as he would have the ideal woman act. 
Wlio knov/b but thai Ihere may at some lime in 
llie future arise such a type. . . .? Nevertiieless, 
the book forms extraordinarily fine fare for the 
tired mind and, éVen if it is addressed In the 
ladies, we venture to suggest that many a man 
will find i true and faillifiil deliiiealioii of liiin- 
svlf in lis pages, as well as being afforded an 
unusual bil of entertainment in reading of (he 
foibles of his own kind. By all means, r*ad 
the book. — U N. P.

than subject matter. "The talk of 
the Canadian scene has gone sour. 
The real Canadian scene is in the 
consciousness of Canadian painters, 
whatever the object of their 
thought," — John Lyman, in the 
Montrcaler. Feb. 1938. "What per- 
sists is not the matter and manner 
of the pioneers, but their drive."— 
Ayre, in the preface to the Cana- 
dian Group Exhibition, 1937.

The man in the case is a 
dentist whose '•>n{ft ii his credit 
manager. The awakening comes in 
the form of his fathw-in-Iaw and 
the young girl who works in his 
office. The whole is immersed in 
the social mileau characteristic of 
Od«U. 

I have already remark*d on the 
group acting of the play. The play- 
ers in the group cannot be singled 
for good and bad parts. There was 
no estes of bad acting and many 
of good acting. Mac Shoub as the 
dentist, turned in a consistent char- 
acterization in a role tha' was emo- 
Uonally subdued. Pauline Trehub 
and Lise Herscovitch, as wife and 
girl, gave excellent portrayals. Nat 
Ikeman, in the difficult role of the 
f»lheT-in-',aw did a neat Job. The 
other players Moe Margolese. Irv- 
ing Seltzer, and Harvey Malls were 
in place, although the latter's part 
could have been played more 
strongly. Praise should be given 
to Ada Span for the direction. I 
hear that this is her first major job. 
I know now that it will not be her 
last. 

The set of the play was the dent- 
ist's outer office, with several doors 
leading off from it. There was a 
slight confusion as to the lie of the 
rooms behind those doors, but as a 
unit Uie set did well.

ing interprétation of this work, 
which was convincing throughout. 

As T^ards these variations, much 
liBs been x^ritten but a pervading 
jnyytery still remains. !t is said 
that Elgar hit on the main theme 
et this work one da>- at the piano, 
•nd in repl>- to his wife's questions 
•BKwered that he had an Idea for 
"értwins character studies in the 
■foon of variations of his theroc. 
3>«dicated by the composer to mj- 
ftiends pictures within, each of the 
fourteen variations Is Intended as a 
snusical portrait, the identitj- of the 
tSricBdE being but half concealed lin- 
ger initials or a pseudonj-m heading 
Mch variation. The work is already 
a cla.<isic although it is only some 
torts' years old. 

Preceding the Elgar work csme a 
pieoe lor Orchestra by Douglas 
Clarke which was MTitten in 1836. 
Thi» work typicall}' modem English 
in style is very picturesque and is 
imbued with highly suggeft:\'e col- 
«rln£ showed s gond command of 
orchestral writing, 

Albert Spalding, the American 
-vioUnist appeared as soloist with 
the orâiestra in the Mendelssohn 
-violin concerto— a perennial favor- 
ite with audiences anc periormcr.- 
alike. The concerto L= classica'. vr. 
jorm, romantic ir. content and 
jtoetic in expression. As regards the 
tecbhical details of this work it is 
. •sirdl-nigh perfect; as regards its 
-jnusical value it is decidedly a mat- 
ter of opinion. F. Bonavia has said 
.at;Mendelssohn that he is a picked 
^« ^tam an who can paint superficial 
«notions with tinsurpassed mystery. 
At any rate, let us draw our own 
conclusions regarding the type of 
emotions Mendelssohn is so capable 
of portraying. Mr. Spalding played 
the work with both the conviction 
and reserve i; demands, especially 
Iwautiful was the second movement 
in which his tone if not very robust 
vas pure and roimd.

expense. He has depicted the llleiaiy worlli of 
hi.s friends and toes alike, and his Judgments 
ha\-e been bortte out by hislory lo a aurprlslng 
degree. 

Having l^eeii on tlie r<1lloii,il lioiinl.'! of 
many shoit-lived literary piiblii-alion'!, Mr 
Untenneycr is well-qualilied lo liace tlic Ireiid 
In American writing from llie vigorous. It over- 
idealistic and Utopian, ullcrlngs at the poets 
and authors of the late 1800'» lo Ihc grim real- 
ism of presenl-day American literntiire. The 
transition is clearly sliown from tlie type of 
wiitins which combined artistic form with 
tlie .social and |)olitlcnl ideals of the authors tu 
the literature of the Imniedlnic pieacnl, where 
everything is sacrificed on the nitar ot real- 
ism; where form is disregarded fur the sake 
ot a stark expression of .situation.': wlUi a "so- 
cial significance". Nor «li>e,s the author con- 
demn cither tj-jie of wriliiiK, To liim, the 
antlK'logisl ot many yenr.s. each niHiilfestation 
in the field ot lileralurr, lie it Amy Lowell 
or Ezra Pound, Sherwood Anderson or Sinclair 
Lewis, Is a link in Ihc constant stream ot Am- 
erican artistic evolution. He sees the striving 
of creative young Ainoi'ica not ,is a hapliar.ard 



tirocesa (as some woulil liave US believe) but 
as a vital sl ream with a fieflnile direi'linn. To 
illustrate this concept he InlriKliii e.ç his Im- 
pressions ot Isadora Duncan, Agna Enters 
and other famous non-lllerary personalities. 
Ixiuls Uutermeyer sees thent all as parla ot a 
great pattern ot American art which will event- 
ually find' lia permanent channel In the life 
of tills contliienl. It Is with this thought In 
mind that he closes the book. In spite of all 
the apparent refugceing that American art has 
done In the past Louis. Unlermeyer li con- 
vinced that "Home la the placed . - 

Towards (he end ot the book the reader 
gets a glimpse of what Iho author experts 
from literature. Me conlrasts the Iden."! ex- 
pressed hy Hitler and Mussolini, that llie artist 
must be subordlnnled to the slate, wilh the ul- 
trrnnce of Neville Chaml>erlaln to the etteCl 
that, for hini, literature Is n haven ot refuge 
from (he ntfaira ot Iho world, a retreat "re- 
mole from rcallly". Loula Unlermeyer would 
have none of llicsc pointa of view. Mo wants 
an art that will reflect the free, soaring persnn- 
nllty of the Americas; an art which will be 
nellhej- feilercd by tlic mundane requirements 
of the political slate nor ao far removed from 
tlicsQ realities as lo be completely unrelated to 
the lite about IL Ho wants a truly represen- 
tative democratic mode ot expression, and for 
such an art "home" It definitely the place,

Beck, for he. would not appreciate 
the present set up in Germany un- 
der Herr Hitler because Nietzsche 
was too much of an aristocrat. He 
did, however, dream of. a race, 
superior to, and dominating the rest 
of the civilized world, much as Hit- 
ler advocates. His altitude tov/ard 
woman v/as exactly that 0/ Ihc 
Chancellor today. He alto staled 
that Britain was J^'rancc's Lord, and 
that Germany would only attain the 
supreme state by making a coali- 
tion with Kussia, as the latter hid 
all Uie elementa lacked by the 
Reich. 

Mr. Beck will attempt to eluci- 
date Nictzfche's philosophical sys- 
tem and expote any /allacieg In- 
volved.
